Already lnclude.l 
were those of King George VI 
Queen Elizabeth, and the Prince of 
Wales who later reigned as Edward 
VIII — all obtained during earlier 
royal visits to the Varsity campus. 

Decorations at Toronto were 
kept to "a bare minimum" al- 
though McGill Is working on ex- 
tensive plans Involving crests, ban- 
ners and other heraldic emblems. 
At Varsity "a bit of blue and white 
bunting" and a number of flags 
constituted the main part of the 
decorations. 

The Royal Couple arrived at the 
Toronto campus at noon Saturday 
and the Royal car was part of a 
14-car cavalcade. They were greet- 
ed by university officials and later 
by student leaders. An estimated 
5.000 cheering students were in at- 
tendance. ' 

While at the University the Prin- 
cess answered a speech of welcome 
"I think this university has indeed 
followed Its own motto, "Velut ar- 
bor acvo', for its roots arc deeply 
and firmly set in the soil of Cana- 
da," site told University represen- 
tatives. 

In The Varsity a student, writer 
wrote of the Princess: "As Eliza- 
beth • rose to answer the speech, 
she reminded us very much of any 
girl of 25 about to address an au- 
gust body of professors, and a little 
frightened by the prospect." 

All lectures and laboratory per- 
iods were cancelled at Varsity dur- 
ing the time of the visit — a sim- 
ilar procedure to that which will 
be adopted at McGill.

The outright condemnation of fraternities 
as printed in The Daily of October 15th will 
no doubt produce some discussion. There is 
much to be said on both sides. The protag- 
onist of the arguments reprinted from "The 
Varsity" should give some thought to the 
ithcr side. 

Undoubtedly there is some truth in the 
article. What is omitted is the very real 
attempt, by the fraternities to get rid of these 
discriminatory practices, In many ways the 
fraternities nowadays strive to make it easier 
economically for a student to join. In fact a 
fairly substantial saving is effected by out of ■ 
town students wlm can live more cheaply in a 
residential fraternity than elsewhere. 

The stigma attached to the "standardized 
minds" is ridiculous. Any person chooses most 
of his friends for what lliey have in common, 
not for the wnys in which they differ. 

I have heard it said by many people who 
have come to McGUI that they have been 
struck moist forcefully by the lack of spirit at 
this university. The argument currently in 
The Daily over the student apathy towards 
the Forge demonstrates this. It is not diffi- 
cult to show that what spirit there is comes 
from the fraternities. Here I use the word 
"Fraternity" in n broad srn?o as a "company 
with common interests" as defined in the 
Oxford Dictionary and I include The Daily 
itself, the active M.O.C., and several clubs 
and Eoeietiefc-aUiiig with the Greek letter men.

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Many queries have been directed 
at the executive of the Flayeni* 
Club concerning their selection of 
plays.' It Is the purpose of this 
article to outline club polleles as 
a whole. 

When the executive of th« 
Players' Club chooses a play them 
are three major consideration* 
which must temper the otherwise 
arbitrary selection. First there la 
the responsibility of the executive 
to the' club; to give them a play 
which they will enjoy producing 
and which will give them experi-. 
ence. Secondly, they must put on a 
play which they feel the McGill 
audience will enjoy. Thirdly, they 
should have an eye to what la 
new, different and experimental. 
The reasons for the last are mani- 
fold. Tho M.R.T. and the CA.T. 
put on the usual box-office shows 
competently and often. Tho Players' 
Club Is In an entirely different 
position and it Is In an enviable 
situation to anyone Interested in 
the theatre as such. It Is at a uni- 
versity, the nursery of fresh ideas, 
and it can produce Its shows more 
cheaply, as It pays neither actors 



nor backstage crew. It presents lb 
plays to a young audience who 
have not as yet had their ideas 
stereotyped into sterility by fs- 
shlon. It still has what Bernard 
Shaw called tthe 'genius of youth' 
and the openness of mind charac 
terlied by the under thirty. To a 
club of this nature the challenge 
Is unmistakable. Apart from the 
above considérations the executive 
Is of course limited by tho cost of 
production, size of stage, etc., etc., 
but these are technical questions 
-and do not affect general policy.
